of the Honie. But it was toe duty ot uie 
dn»y of tbe honorable mumberB to lay ovor 
tbia qnestion aotil tbe Batiroates— a part ol 
tbem, at leaal— had been passed. 

Mr McCreigbt said he very deeply regretted 
that the course pursued by tt)0 Government in 
Oppoaing tun redoliuion us to tho incrcnjed 
indemnUy may have led any m'Miibera to aup- 
pose that the Government cuuld ultimiin ty 
treat the quealioQ aa cue that was open. IL- 
Ult bound to admit that in Ibi: prt-ssure ol

•d in tba Exscative Council. H»d fiuflicifni 
attanttan besn given to tba aubject probably 
tba Oovernmeut would have given an uniim- 
raoua oupoiition to it, and wpultj assuredly 
hftvo wilbbeld their aejenl to the suapension 
of the alaudinf orders o.' tlie House. This 
impreaaion wis allowed for the purpose u( 
meeting' the wishe:) of ibo Uouse anJ ot obvi- 
ating deUj'.but it unfortunately see iis to li:vvc 
induced many mombxra to believe that the 
aovaromeul wore more or leaa indiUVrunt on 
Iba subjact.
